A convincing cone cannot be made out that 
V he has deliberately favored one section over 
I another, one Republican party wins over an. 
I other, or one element of society over another. 
I These considerations appear to have had 
I little place in his decisions. 
J His choices have won him a great deal of 
■ praise. Apparently many people nppreclati 
L his somewhat unconventional approach to the 
f task. Yet, Inevitably, there has been criticism 
; 03 well, 

Some Democrats, and even some Republl' 
I . cans, complain there are too many business- 
^ men In the lineup. Republicans feel politi- 
cians have been slighted. The opposition 
suggests the business viewpoint Is. over- 
I weighted. 

This complaint hardly will hold water as 
applied to the secretaries of commerce and 
. the treasury, since the Democratic Incum- 
bents are also businessmen and the Jobs 
would seem to calf for men versed in that 
field. 

The current defense boss, Secretary Lovett, 
is a Rflpubliciui and a Wall Street lawyer. 
Admittedly, his successor, Charles E. "Wilson 
of OeneraJ Motors, has headed a great cor- 
poration. But Ike chose him with particular 
care, wanting a man qualified by experience 
to oversee the economical management of 
the armed services' vast procurement opera- 
tions. 

Even the new secretary of state, John 
Foster Dulles, has been assailed as a "cor- 
poration lawyer." It Is hard to see what 
this has to do with the case. He was chosen 
for his knowledge and training In foreign af- 
fairs, not on account of his attitude toward 
the Toft-Hartley law. 

From the Republican side, the sharp out- 
cry of Senator Taft against the choice of 
Martin Dutkln to be secretary of labor rises 
above the mumbling about favoritism for the 
.. «ast, for the "Dewey wing," for businessmen 
over politicians. 

Understandable, because to Taft, wedded 
to GOP regularity. It would "indeed seem "In- 
credible" to pick a card-carrying Truman- 
Btevenson Democrat for any high post. On 
top of this, Durkin favored Taft-Hartley 
repeal and Ike named him without consulting 
Taft, a courtesy he expected as prospective 
chairman of the senate labor committee.
